Chairperson's  Report 

Over  6  years  ago  I  was  approached  to  serve  as  an  interim  Selectman  for 
our  town.  Since  the  initial  8  months,  2  full  terms  of  office  have  passed  and 
it  is  now  time  for  me  to  step  down  and  allow  someone  new  the  privilege  of 
serving  Moultonborough. 

Recalling  just  a  few  of  the  highlights  that  took  place  during  those  years 
certainly  indicates  to  all  of  us  that  Moultonborough  is  a  growing  community: 

•  A  traffic  signal  at  Route  25  and  Moultonborough  Neck  Road. 

•  An  addition  to  the  Library  with  expanded  hours  and  more  staff. 

•  An  addition  to  the  Neck  Fire  Station  and  a  full-time,  paid  Fire  Chief. 

•  A  licensed  transfer  station  and  recycling  center. 

•  A  Town  Employee  Handbook,  performance  reviews,  job  descriptions. 

•  A  Medicare  certified  Visiting  Nurse  Service. 

•  A  new  Town  Hall  with  a  community  meeting  room. 

•  Former  Town  Hall  converted  for  the  Police  Department  and  the  Recrea- 
tion Department. 

•  A  revaluation  of  every  lot/building  in  town  to  100%  of  current  market  value. 

•  Permanent  highway  garage  to  house  lk  million  dollars  worth  of  equipment. 

•  Building  Inspector  expanded  to  position  of  Code  Enforcement  Officer. 

•  Upgraded  phone  system  within  the  Town  Hall. 

•  Upgraded  computers  to  handle  "in  house"  assessing. 

•  Adoption  of  a  bid  procedure  for  any  item  purchased  over  $5,000. 

•  An  informational  newsletter  included  with  tax  bills. 

•  Rebuilding  of  Ossipee  Mountain  Bridge  and  Ossipee  Park  Road  Bridge. 

•  Reclamation  of  town  roads  to  engineering/drainage  specs  on  an  ongoing 
improvement  plan. 

•  Cemetery  expansion. 

•  Annual  replacement  of  essential  vehicles. 

•  Additional personnel;  2 highway,  2 landfill,  1  secretary,  2 police,  part-time 

assessor,  part-time  welfare  director,  part-time  deputy  Tax  Collector  and 
part-time  deputy  Town  Clerk. 

•  E-911  street  naming  and  numbering  ordinance. 

•  A  10  year  capital  improvements  program. 

•  Obtained  wetlands  permit  to  stabilize  Lee's  Mills. 

•  Obtained  Federal  funded  Cop  Fast  funds  for  a  Police  Officer. 

•  Establishment  of  private  road  minimum  standards  for  emergency  vehi- 
cle response. 

•  Weekly  department  head  meetings  for  internal  communication. 

•  Established  a  Joint  Loss  Management  Committee  made  up  of  employees 
and  management. 
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The  March  1995  Town  Meeting  took  the  sting  out  of  the  Town's  anticipated 
space  needs  by  adopting  a  10  year,  level  funded  capital  improvements  plan. 
Also  to  the  benefit  of  Moultonborough,  the  past  six  years  has  seen  a  favorable 
tax  rate  maintained  by  an  average  yearly  increase  of  6-10  million  dollars  of 
taxable  property.  This  property  value  increase  has  helped  to  make  it  possi- 
ble to  increase  services  and  personnel  without  major  impact  to  our  property 
taxes.  This  property  value  increase  has  also  made  it  possible  for  more  people 
to  enjoy  our  town  as  seen  by  an  addition  of  3-10  new  residents  per  week. 

Now  more  than  ever,  Moultonborough  must  continue  planning  for  the 
future  to  control  growth  rather  than  react  to  growth.  By  updating  the  Master 
Plan,  by  working  together  to  change  zoning  regulations,  by  voting  at  town 
and  school  elections,  by  being  vocal  at  Selectmen's  meetings,  and  by  con- 
tinued town  and  school  cooperation,  we  as  a  community  shall  continue  to  move 
forward. 

Moultonborough  has  been  and  can  continue  to  successfully  keep  govern- 
ment less  intrusive  in  resident  affairs  yet  still  afford  us  all  the  protection  we 
need  to  preserve  and  protect  what  we  enjoy  each  day.  I've  learned  govern- 
ment is  not  perfect  but  it  works.  Local  government  counts  on  residents  to  make 
their  concerns  known,  to  get  involved  in  their  community  and  to  vote  their 
choices.  Although  we  may  not  always  agree  exactly  on  what  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  Moultonborough,  by  taking  action  together,  we  all  can  control  our 
town's  future. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  say  that  I've  learned  volumes.  I've  enjoyed  the 
help  and  cooperation  of  my  fellow  Selectmen;  the  expertise  of  Linda  Lianos, 
our  Administrative  Assistant;  the  support  of  our  first  Town  Administrator, 
Don  Morgado,  and  our  newest,  Chuck  Connell;  the  dedication  of  all  Depart- 
ment Heads;  and  the  loyalty  of  all  our  town  employees;  and  the  unselfish 
commitment  of  the  countless  volunteers  on  town  boards,  in  our  fire  depart- 
ment, and  within  the  recreation  department.  I've  relied  on  many  residents 
for  expertise  that  was  given  without  hesitation.  I've  tried  to  be  fair  and  con- 
sistent in  all  decisions.  I  count  myself  fortunate  to  have  had  your  vote  of  con- 
fidence to  serve  as  Moultonborough 's  first  woman  Selectman  for  two  full 
terms.  By  my  political  involvement,  you  have  allowed  me  to  say  thank-you 
to  the  community  which  I  so  proudly  call  home.  Thank-you  all!

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Report  of  the  Town  Administrator 

To  the  Residents  of  Moultonborough: 

The  Town  of  Moultonborough  did  not  have  a  Town  Administrator  during 
much  of  the  first  half  of  the  year.  I  think  it  is  important  that  you  know  that 
cooperation,  teamwork  and  extra  effort  on  the  parts  of  your  Selectmen  and 
Town  Staff  made  sure  that  important  projects  continued  without  interrup- 
tion. When  I  was  privileged  to  become  a  part  of  the  Staff,  many  of  these  pro- 
jects became  the  priorities  that  the  Selectmen  asked  me  to  continue.  It  is  my 
pleasure  to  provide  you  a  progress  report  on  those  goals. 

Landfill  Closure 

State  and  federal  environmental  regulators  hold  the  Town  accountable 
for  a  proper  closure  of  the  Town's  former  Landfill.  Research  was  and  is  be- 
ing completed  on  the  best  method  of  meeting  that  requirement.  The  Select- 
men made  a  preliminary  decision  that  favors  the  Town.  We  can  reclaim  the 
former  landfill  for  future  use,  with  your  approval.  Reclaiming  the  land 
removes  the  specter  of  policy  changes  that  can  later  invalidate  the  Town's 
closure  efforts  or  cost  the  Town  additional  money. 

The  Selectmen  will  bring  this  plan  to  the  voters,  with  costs  associated 
to  that  plan,  when  it  is  complete.  For  now,  the  concepts  behind  the  plan  are 
being  developed  and  coordinated  with  the  regulators  so  that  they  accept  the 
plan  you  act  upon.  You  can  anticipate  public  hearings  on  the  plan  beginning 
in  the  late  spring  or  early  summer  and  a  request  for  your  review  and  approval 
of  the  plan  at  next  year's  Town  Meeting. 

Lees  Mills  Project 

You  appropriated  money  to  begin  a  process  to  stabilize  and  restore  Lees 
Mills.  Halfway  Brook  eroded  its  banks  during  spring  run-off  over  the  years. 
Cribbing  once  used  to  protect  the  banks  from  wave  action  failed.  Heavy  and 
sometimes  improper  use  of  the  Lake  helped  erode  the  shores  of  Lees  Mills. 
The  boat  ramp  there  is  sorely  in  need  of  repair. 

The  Selectmen  finalized  and  accepted  plans  for  Lees  Mills  in  August.  The 
Town  applied  to  the  Wetlands  Board  for  a  permit  to  do  the  work.  The  Wetlands 
Board  did  not  approve  our  application  until  late  December,  after  Lees  Mills 
had  already  frozen.  Therefore,  only  one  action  remained.  We  purchased  the 
materials  so  that  we  can  complete  the  work  as  soon  as  lake  and  weather  con- 
ditions permit.  1997  will  see  the  first  two  phases  (of  four)  of  this  project  com- 
plete. The  permit  we  received  requires  that  we  re-apply  before  we  begin  the 
last  two  phases. 
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Expansion  of  Town  Cemeteries 

Moultonborough  needs  additional  room  for  newly  departed  members  of 
the  community.  To  that  end,  expansion  of  the  Shannon  Cemetery  is  under- 
way. The  expansion  may  not  be  completed  in  this  construction  season.  Cer- 
tainly, some  significant  portion  will  be. 

The  Selectmen  are  making  additional  efforts  to  meet  Town  needs  for 
burial  space.  They  focused  on  Holland  Hill  and  the  Middle  Neck  Cemeteries, 
seeking  additional  space  at  those  two  locations.  Other  very  preliminary  discus- 
sions began  as  to  how  to  correct  this  recurring  problem  more  effectively. 

Perambulation  of  Town  Lines 

The  Legislature  requires  that  common  town  lines,  those  shared  by  two 
adjacent  communities,  be  "perambulated"  every  seven  years.  "Perambula- 
tion" means  that  the  Selectmen  re-establish  blazes,  marks,  monuments,  etc., 
that  mark  the  line,  agree  upon  its  location,  and  record  their  findings.  As  simple 
as  that  may  sound,  it  requires  some  effort  by  the  Selectmen  or  "their  desig- 
nated representative."  Frequently,  the  effort  requires  the  help  of  a  surveyor 
when  the  lines,  marks  or  monuments  are  disturbed  or  when  there  is  a 
disagreement. 

The  perambulation  of  the  Center  Harbor-Moultonborough  town  line 
started  last  year  (1995)  and  is  now  complete.  That  line  came  first,  in  part, 
because  a  property  bounded  by  the  town  line  was  disputed. 

In  other  efforts,  the  perambulation  of  the  Sandwich-Moultonborough  town 
line  began  in  November.  Planning  for  the  perambulation  of  the  Meredith- 
Moultonborough  and  Tuftonboro-Moultonborough  lines  is  complete  with  the 
work  scheduled  for  the  spring  or  fall  of  1997.  Discussions  are  ongoing  with 
the  communities  of  Tarn  worth  and  Ossipee  regarding  those  lines. 

Other  Efforts 

I  am  pleased  to  have  had  some  role  in  other  accomplishments,  the  credit 
for  which  belongs  entirely  to  others.  Completion  of  your  new  town  hall,  mov- 
ing into  that  building  and  the  new  Police  and  Recreation  Department  offices, 
E-911,  the  revaluation  of  the  Town,  road  reconstruction  and  repair  —  it  has 
been  a  very  busy,  and  thoroughly  enjoyable  six  months. 

Thank  you  for  permitting  me  to  be  a  part  of  your  community.  This  is  my 
home  and  where  my  heart  and  my  interests  are.  You  have  welcomed  me 
warmly.  You  have  offered  to  help  me  in  many  ways.  My  family  and  I  thank 
you  and  ask  only  to  be  allowed  to  repay  your  kindness,  your  friendship  and 
your  hospitality.

This  letter  summarizes  our  discussions  regarding  the  impact  of  the  Tax  Collector's  illness  on  the 
ability  of  the  Town  of  Moultonborough  to  close  the  year  ended  December  31,  1996  (specifically  as  it 
also  precludes  our  completion  and  issuance  of  the  year  end  audit  report). 

The  records  of  the  Tax  Collector,  including  the  Tax  Collector's  Annual  Report,  are  quite  significant. 
In  audit  terms,  they  have  what  is  referred  to  as  a  direct  and  material  effect  on  the  financial  statements 
of  the  Town.  Because  of  this  significance,  and  the  Tax  Collector's  unfortunate  illness  (these  records 
are  only  now  being  closed)  they  are  not  ready  for  procedures  that  we  must  perform  in  order  to 
comply  with  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  ("GAAS"). 

Since  we  are  also  prevented  by  GAAS  from  issuing  a  "partial  report"  (i.e.,  a  financial  report  that 
omits  the  Tax  Collector's  transactions  or  balances)  we  recommend  that  you  disclose  these  facts  at 
the  annual  Town  Meeting.  You  may  also  want  to  indicate  that  it  is  your  intention  to  print  and 
distribute  our  audit  report  upon  the  completion  of  the  Tax  Collectors  Report  and  audit  procedures 
thereon.

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Report  of  Library  Director 

1996  was  another  busy,  exciting  year  for  the  library.  Our  total  circula- 
tion was  55,491,  with  14,511  (26%)  items  checked  out  in  our  busiest  months: 
July  and  August.  The  number  of  books,  magazines,  videos,  and  audios  checked 
out  keeps  on  increasing  every  year.  This  year's  circulation  went  up  by  11% 
over  1995  (when  it  had  increased  by  9%).  So  in  the  past  two  years,  circula- 
tion has  grown  20%.  We  have  close  to  3,000  registered  patrons  now. 

The  biggest  news  at  the  library  is  certainly  the  new  computer  system. 
In  May,  the  library  finally  automated  after  years  of  preparation:  weeding 
the  collection,  barcoding  all  books,  videos,  magazines  and  audio  tapes, 
registering  patrons,  sending  the  card  catalogue  out  to  be  converted  to  com- 
puter records,  choosing  a  library  software  system,  and  purchasing  the  com- 
puters. A  great  deal  of  work  went  into  this  project,  which  was  paid  for  by 
a  generous  donation  from  the  estate  of  Jane  and  Adam  MacDonald.  Many 
volunteers  also  spent  hundreds  of  hours  donating  their  time. 

As  part  of  this  new  circulation/catalog  system,  we  also  gave  out  library 
cards  for  the  first  time.  We  request  patrons  have  their  cards  with  them  to 
check  out  library  books.  Each  patron  card  has  its  own  unique  barcode,  so 
this  makes  it  much  easier  for  us  to  scan  the  barcode  instead  of  looking  up 
names  and  writing  down  numbers.  We  have  four  new  computers,  including 
one  for  the  public  to  use.  This  computer  is  the  replacement  for  the  card  catalog 
which  will  be  discarded.  The  computer  system  is  easier  to  use  and  more  up- 
to-date  than  the  old  card  catalog. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  once  again  generously  supported  the  library 
in  many  ways  all  year.  The  wonderful  children's  Summer  Reading  Program 
was  sponsored  by  the  Friends.  A  new,  much  larger  book  return  was  installed. 
A  beautiful  new  TV/VCR  portable  stand  was  built,  and  a  large  new  desk  for 
two  computers  (including  the  new  public  access  computer)  was  purchased 
with  money  donated  by  the  Friends.  We  have  one  of  the  largest,  most  active 
Friends  groups  in  the  state.  They  organize  a  wide  variety  of  interesting  pro- 
grams for  the  community  year-round. 

Volunteers,  as  usual,  contributed  a  great  deal  to  the  library.  We  have 
several  loyal  volunteers  who  donate  their  time  every  week.  We  also  have 
volunteers  who  work  on  special  projects  such  as  the  computer  project  and 
the  Summer  Reading  Program.  The  very  popular  Fourth  of  July  Book  Sale 
certainly  could  not  be  accomplished  without  the  help  of  a  great  many  volun- 
teers. Mary  and  Jane  Rice  coordinate  this  big  event  every  year.  1996  was  our 
most  successful  book  sale  ever,  raising  almost  $3,000  for  the  library. 
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In  June,  after  several  years  of  wonderful  stories,  we  were  sorry  to  lose 
Donna  Adams  as  Story  Hour  Coordinator.  But  we  were  lucky  to  find  two 
replacement  volunteers :  Norma  Pieszchala  and  Ruth  Dunnavan.  They  take 
turns  every  week  reading  stories  and  supervising  fun  craft  projects  for 
pre-schoolers. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  had  another  very  successful  year.  Donna 
Dolan  was  hired  as  coordinator  of  this  great  program.  130  children  partici- 
pated in  the  program,  reading  thousands  of  books,  attending  special  pro- 
grams, and  earning  special  awards  from  local  businesses. 

In  the  late  fall,  the  library  started  a  new  collection  of  musical  CD's  that 
has  proven  to  be  very  popular.  The  Meredith  Village  Savings  Bank  made  a 
very  generous  donation  to  begin  this  collection.  It  will  continue  to  grow  rapidly. 

Thank  you  to  everyone  who  supports  the  library:  staff,  volunteers,  Board 
of  Trustees,  Friends,  and  patrons.  We  appreciate  the  donation  of  time,  money, 
and  effort  of  all  of  you.  We  will  continue  to  work  hard  to  make  the  library 
a  vital  part  of  the  community.

1996  Annual  Report 

Calendar  year  1996  marked  our  third  year  under  Medicare  certification. 
Medicare  patients  account  for  80  percent  of  all  patients  seen  by  the  MVNS. 
The  other  20  percent  is  broken  down  into  private  insurance  and  private  pay 
status.  The  services  that  the  MVNS  provides  are:  skilled  nursing,  home  health 
aides,  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy,  and  medical 
social  worker  visits. 

The  Service  has  maintained  the  growth  that  was  set  in  1995.  The  figures 
below  illustrate  the  changes  over  the  past  two  years.

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The  Service  had  anticipated  maintaining  the  growth  seen  in  1995,  and  had 
budgeted  $216,000  for  this  growth.  The  MVNS  received  $150,974.52  from  private 
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insurances,  Medicare,  and  private  pay  patients.  We  spent  $171,650.40  for 
salaries,  contract  services,  office  expenses,  etc.  to  provide  services  to  our 
patients.  The  net  cost  to  the  town  for  the  Service  in  1996  was  $20,675.88.  The 
net  cost  for  the  Service  declined  from  that  of  1995. 

The  MVNS  had  a  flu  clinic  on  October  1, 1996  at  the  Moultonborough  Cen- 
tral Fire  Station.  The  MVNS  provided  178  flu  vaccinations  at  the  clinic.  The 
remaining  22  vaccinations  were  given  to  homebound  patients.  The  Fire 
Department  and  Police  Department  had  representatives  present  to  offer  in- 
formation regarding  smoke  detectors,  fire  prevention,  and  the  Police  Depart- 
ment's "Good  Morning  Call"  program.  The  MVNS  thanks  all  the  individuals 
who  participated  in  making  the  clinic  a  success.  Due  to  the  success  of  the 
flu  clinic,  we  shall  be  offering  another  flu  clinic  in  1997. 

The  MVNS  is  pleased  to  provide  the  community  with  the  Time  Life  Video 
Library.  The  30  tape  library  has  helpful  information  on  medical  conditions 
that  may  have  affected  families  in  some  way.  The  videos  are  loaned  to 
residents  free  on  a  48  hour  basis. 

As  an  additional  service,  we  are  handing  out  9-1-1  plastic  magnetized 
holders  which  are  to  be  placed  on  your  refrigerator.  Inside  the  holder  is  a 
form  which  individuals  fill  out  including  pertinent  medical  information,  doc- 
tors names,  family  members,  and  more.  If  emergency  assistance  is  required, 
the  information  is  in  one  place  and  comprehensive.  We  thank  the  Laconia 
Savings  Bank  for  their  contribution  to  help  make  this  possible. 

We  welcome  residents  for  blood  pressure  checks  at  the  office  on 
weekdays.  We  had  252  office  visits  this  year  in  addition  to  the  home  visits 
listed  above.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to  contact  us  at  476-2350  if  you  have  specific 
questions  or  would  like  more  information  about  the  services  available  to  meet 
your  needs  or  your  family's.  Brochures  outlining  our  services  are  available 
at  the  MVNS  office.  Our  phone  is  answered  24  hours  a  day. 

We  are  now  in  our  new  quarters  at  the  municipal  building  behind  the  old 
one.  We  have  a  side  entrance  with  handicapped  parking  and  entrance  way. 

The  Service  will  celebrate  its  25th  anniversary  in  1997.  The  Service  has 
seen  many  trends  in  healthcare  over  the  past  twenty-five  years,  and  we  an- 
ticipate future  changes  in  the  coming  years.  The  MVNS  has  been  able  to  adapt 
to  these  changes  due  to  such  strong  community  support. 

We  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  again  to  thank  the  many 
organizations,  clubs,  churches  and  townspeople  for  the  continuous  generosi- 
ty shown  in  the  donations  of  food,  clothing,  money,  toys,  etc.  through  the  holi- 
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day  season.  Your  kindness  has  touched  many  of  those  who  need  our  help  to 
make  the  holidays  a  time  to  celebrate.

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Report  of  Welfare  Director 

The  Town  and  Selectmen  continue  to  be  concerned  about  those  who  have 
fallen  on  hard  times  and  may  require  assistance.  Fortunately,  with  new 
businesses  moving  into  town,  the  expansion  of  the  enterprises  already 
operating  here  and  the  influx  of  summer  residents,  there  is  usually  employ- 
ment for  all  who  can  and  need  work.  Therefore,  the  applications  for  general 
assistance  have  been  minimal. 

There  were  twenty-nine  requests  for  aid  throughout  the  year.  Most  of  these 
families  required  only  temporary  relief;  52%  were  seen  once,  67%  were  aided 
three  times  or  less,  and  89%  were  able  to  provide  for  themselves  after  no  more 
than  four  visits.  No  one  required  support  every  month  of  the  year. 

Any  family  unable  to  meet  their  primary  needs  and/or  desiring  advice 
and  assistance  may  visit  this  office  for  information  about  local,  state  and 
federal  programs.  There  is  also  an  information  package,  at  the  Town  Hall, 
about  the  various  assistance  programs  available  and  it  can  be  picked  up 
anytime. 

I  have  regular  office  hours.  I  can  be  available  for  an  emergency  and  the 
Town  Receptionist  will  advise  on  how  I  can  be  contacted.

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1996  Health  Department  Report 

In  1996  the  Health  Department  received  and  approved  92  designs  for  new 
and  replacement  septic  designs,  in  addition  to  the  replacement  of  failed 
systems  in  kind.  Three  day  care  center  inspections  were  performed.  Eleven 
formal  complaints  were  responded  to,  involving  animal  bites,  septic  failures, 
and  improper  rubbish  disposal. 

The  Redding  Lane  Spring  became  a  focal  center,  when  water  tests  failed 
for  drinking  purposes.  In  most  tests  taken  the  water  contained  total  coliform 
bacteria,  and  in  two  tests  ecoli  bacteria  were  found.  The  spring  had  signs 
posted  on  a  regular  basis  advising  of  the  problem.  This  is  a  privately  owned 
spring  that  has  been  used  by  the  public  for  drinking  purposes  for  many  years. 
This  year  a  citizen  of  the  town  is  forming  a  group  to  maintain  and  keep  this 
spring  open.  He  will  be  taking  the  tests  in  the  future. 

The  rabies  threat  has  not  been  attracting  the  headlines  that  it  did  a  year 
ago,  but  it  has  not  gone  away.  Two  cats  were  tested  for  rabies  after  display- 
ing personality  changes  and  biting  people.  All  animal  bites  should  be  reported 
both  to  your  doctor  and  to  the  police  in  order  to  perform  the  proper  follow- 
up.  Under  the  State  RSA's  all  cats  and  dogs  have  to  be  vaccinated  against 
rabies.

1996  Report 

1996  was  a  very  busy  year  for  our  police  department.  Ten  businesses  and 
thirty-two  homes  were  burglarized.  We  investigated  five  felony  sexual  assault 
cases,  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  theft  cases,  and  seventy-six  criminal 
mischief  cases. 

I  am  not  sure  the  public  knows  how  much  time  and  paperwork  is  involved 
in  these  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  cases  alone.  Two  companion  cases,  one 
forgery  and  one  fraudulent  use  of  a  credit  card  case,  generated  enough  paper- 
work to  fill  a  three-inch  deep  binder.  This  obviously  does  not  include  our  motor 
vehicle  work.  We  covered  one  hundred  and  thirty  accidents,  made  thirty- two 
DWI  arrests  and  thirty-nine  driving  after  suspension  arrests.  These  too  ac- 
count for  more  than  a  little  paperwork. 

Nonetheless,  we  continue  to  have  a  100%  conviction  rate,  which  we  have 
had  for  the  past  four  years.  We  pulled  on  at  least  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty  business  doors  throughout  the  year.  We  answered  two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  calls  for  service,  which  represents  six  hundred 
and  forty  more  than  last  year,  and  three  hundred  and  sixty  alarm  calls.  All 
of  the  above  statistics  speak  to  separate  calls.  We  also  arrested  eleven  people 
for  Possession  of  a  Controlled  Drug. 

We  continue  to  run  our  annual  Law  Day  at  Moultonborough  Central 
School,  which  is  a  highly  respected  and  appreciated  program,  as  evidenced 
by  two  members  from  a  Massachusetts  police  department  coming  to  our 
department  for  the  sake  of  garnering  sufficient  guidance  to  clone  our  Law 
Day  event  for  implementation  in  their  city. 

We  hired  Peter  Beede,  Jr.  and  William  Cantwell  last  January.  Both  of- 
ficers had  been  part-time  members  for  a  long  time,  and  both  have  served 
the  town  very  well.  Officer  Cantwell  left  us  on  December  26,  after  being  hired 
by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police.  We  wish  "Tripp"  the  best  and  hope  to 
see  him  back  in  this  area  soon.  We  have  seven  full-time  officers,  an  ad- 
ministrative assistant,  a  prosecutor,  and  five  working  part-time  officers.  We 
continue  to  provide  24-hour  coverage. 

We  moved  into  the  former  town  hall  this  past  October.  We  all  are  very 
pleased  with  our  new  home.  Our  emergency  telephone  number  is  still  476-2305, 
which  Troop  E  still  answers.  Our  new  office  number  is  476-2400. 

I  want  to  emphasize  that  your  police  are  busy  and  working  hard.  We  con- 
tinue to  need  your  assistance.  We  all  have  to  communicate  with  each  other 
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and  pull  together  as  a  community  to  see  to  it  that,  although  we  continue  to 
grow  significantly  in  numbers  as  a  community,  we  continue  to  stem  the  tide 
of  criminal  activity. 

I  want  to  thank  the  many  other  local  police  departments  who  have  assisted 
us  throughout  the  past  year.  I  also  want  to  thank  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Police,  the  Sheriff's  Department,  the  NH  Fish  &  Game  Department,  the  NH 
Marine  Patrol,  and  the  Moultonborough  Fire  Department.  A  special  thanks 
is  owed  to  Mark  Temkin  for  all  his  time,  skill,  and  help  in  getting  us  relocated 
into  our  new  quarters,  and  everyone  else  who  assisted  us  in  that  process.

In  1996  we  found  that  our  juvenile  reported  crime  offenses  changed  some- 
what, in  comparison  with  previous  years.  I  noticed  that  our  reported  juvenile 
cases  have  increased  approximately  38%  over  1995.  This  increase  is  mainly 
the  increase  in  juvenile  victims.  We  did  this  year  encounter  an  increase  in 
sexual  assault  related  crime  both  as  juvenile  victims  and  perpetrators.  In 
1996  juvenile  arrests  increased  by  27%  over  1995.  This  increase  is  due  to  the 
increase  in  protective  custody  arrest  (Alcohol-Under  18  YOA).  Children  In 
Need  Of  Services  (CHINS)  related  cases  increased  50%  over  1995,  as  did 
Juvenile  Delinquency  Cases  by  15%  over  1995.  These  increases  are  found  to 
be  today's  trend  for  the  country,  with  more  juvenile  services  needed  to  ad- 
dress today's  juvenile  problems.

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In  1996  we  had  a  decrease  in  court  cases  against  juveniles,  court  cases 
decreased  25%  over  1995  cases.  This  relates  to  the  clearance  of  criminal  cases 
reported,  whereas  a  juvenile  was  (arrested)  petitioned  to  court  for  offense 
committed.  We  did  bring  several  felonious  classified  crimes  to  juvenile  court 
such  as  Possession  of  Drugs,  in  a  Drug  Free  School  Zone,  Aggravated 
Felonious  Sexual  Assault,  which  have  not  been  brought  previously  against 
juvenile  offenders. 

I  feel  that  1996  was  a  busy  year  for  juvenile  related  matters.  The  year's 
increases  in  felonious  crimes  whereas  juveniles  were  not  only  victims,  but 
also  perpetrators,  has  been  exhibited  by  the  time  which  must  be  taken  in  the 
investigation  and  prosecution  of  such  delicate  matters.  This  time  is  countless 
and  immeasurable.

Road,  and  a  garage  on  Kanasatka  Road.

REPORTED  FIRES  IN  MOULTONBOROUGH 

The  1996  season  resulted  in  17  reported  fires  in  Moultonborough.  This  was 
almost  half  the  total  reports  for  the  entire  season.  The  breakdown  by  month 
is  as  follows: 

April :  1  brush  burn  &  4  leaf  burns.  3  were  cases  of  "premature  ignition," 
2  were  illegal  fires. 

May:  3  debris  burns,  1  leaf  pile,  and  2  brush  burns.  3  were  illegal  fires, 
1  was  a  rekindle  of  a  previous  permit  fire,  and  1  was  an  unattended  fire. 

June:  1  brush  burn  which  was  an  illegal  fire. 

July:  1  brush  burn  which  was  a  rekindle  of  a  permit. 

August:  3  brush  burns,  all  of  which  were  illegal  fires. 

September:  No  reported  fires. 

October:  1  leaf  burn  which  was  an  illegal  fire. 

MEDICAL  AID 

We  had  9  requests  for  medical  assistance  this  season.  Most  were  for  minor 
lacerations,  abrasions,  and  blisters.  We  also  had  a  fatality  this  season  which 
occurred  during  the  month  of  August.  This  was  the  first  fatality  in  my  9 
seasons  at  the  lookout  tower.

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest 
Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  per- 
mit is  required  before  doing  any  open  burning.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17, 
the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in 
jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available 
to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training 
programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws. 
If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws  please 
call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols 
and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens 
aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.

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Report  of  the  Recreation  Department 

It  was  another  great  year  of  recreation  opportunities  for  the  citizens  in 
Moultonborough.  The  department  continues  to  flourish  and  offer  a  wide  varie- 
ty of  activities  and  programs  for  all. 

Youth  sports  opportunities  are  offered  in  the  following:  volleyball,  soc- 
cer, basketball,  baseball  and  softball  with  well  over  600  youngsters  benefiting 
from  these  quality  programs.  In  addition  to  regular  season  play,  Moulton- 
borough youngsters  participate  in  games  and  tournaments  with  neighboring 
communities. 

The  Recreation  Department  is  extremely  busy  in  the  summer  offering 
three  vacation  programs:  Happy  Campers  (6-8  year  olds) ;  RECking  Crew 
(9-12  year  olds) ;  Teen  Summer  Adventure  program  (13-15  year  olds) .  Enroll- 
ment in  these  three  programs  tops  265.  Daily  activities  include  sports,  games, 
creative  activities,  field  trips  and  special  events.  The  teen  program  again 
offered  a  variety  of  trips  and  adventures  such  as  the  three  day  white  water 
rafting  excursion  on  the  Kennebec  River. 

In  addition,  both  States  Landing  and  Long  Island  beaches  are  guarded 
by  American  Red  Cross  Advanced  Livesavers,  and  swimming  lessons  are 
offered  at  both  beaches  with  165  children  learning  important  swimming  and 
water  safety  skills. 

In  May  the  Moultonborough  Recreation  Department  sponsored  a  varie- 
ty of  fitness  programs  under  the  title  of  "  Getting  Moultonborough  Moving 
in  May."  The  Walk  for  Lunch  Bunch  met  three  days  a  week  for  a  2  mile  walk. 
A  special  day  of  activities  was  held  for  the  town  employees  on  National 
Employee  Fitness  Day.  Free  tennis  clinics  and  bike  rides  and  hikes  were  of- 
fered. In  cooperation  with  Total  Cereal,  and  the  Laconia  Athletic  and  Swim 
Club,  Moultonborough  hosted  a  Fitness  Fair  and  the  Total  Challenge. 
Representatives  from  various  organizations  such  as  the  Moultonborough 
Visiting  Nurse  Service  volunteered  their  time  for  the  day.  Information  on 
fitness  and  recreation  activities  from  all  over  New  Hampshire  was  available 
from  karate  to  health  foods  to  hiking  trails  to  adventure  activities  to  fishing. 

Moultonborough  hosted  a  variety  of  camps  throughout  the  year  including 
the  North  American  Soccer  Camp;  American  Futures  Soccer  School;  Cham- 
pionship Pitching  Camp;  Arts-in-Motion,  a  dramatic  arts  camp;  and  Tennis 
Camp.  These  camps  attracted  over  100  youngsters  for  skill  building  activities. 

Moultonborough  hosts  a  variety  of  tournaments  including  the  Carroll 
County  Soccer  Tournament  (12  teams) ;  the  Stars  of  the  Future  Youth  Basket- 
ball Tournament  (20  teams) ;  the  Pee- Wee  Basketball  Jamboree  (13  teams) ; 
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the  ''Spike  into  Spring"  Adult  Volleyball  Tournament  (8  teams) ;  the  Annual 
Moultonborough  Match  Adult  Mixed  Doubles  Tournament  (12  participants) ; 
Junior  Tennis  Tournament  (15  participants). 

In  addition  to  special  events  and  activities,  regular  adult  co-ed  recrea- 
tion opportunities  are  afforded  to  residents  in  volleyball,  aerobics  and  soft- 
ball.  In  addition,  this  year  the  Recreation  Department  worked  with  the 
Moultonborough  Schools  in  offering  an  adult  education  program. 

February  vacation  activities  included  the  annual  movie  marathon;  winter 
"Happy  Campers";  winter  "RECking  Crew,"  a  gym  program;  the  annual 
"3  on  3"  Tournament;  and  a  teen  skiing  day  at  Attitash-Bear  Peak. 

Some  of  our  special  events  this  year  included  the  Turkey  Shoot  and  Turkey 
Trot;  family  and  teen  trips  to  the  Portland  Pirates  and  Portland  Sea  Dogs. 
The  annual  Haunted  House  was  another  success  with  over  400  brave  souls 
venturing  through  and  over  150  volunteers  working  endless  hours  to  put  the 
whole  thing  together.  Approximately  250  youngsters  enjoyed  our  Halloween 
party. 

Teen  activities  were  offered  throughout  the  year  and  included  movie  trips, 
swimming  trips  and  skiing.  The  Recreation  Department  worked  closely  with 
Moultonborough  Academy  in  their  successful  efforts  to  offer  an  after  school 
program.  Kindercooking  was  again  well  received  in  the  fall  as  was  an 
American  Red  Cross  baby-sitting  course. 

This  year  the  tennis  courts  and  basketball  court  got  a  much  needed 
"spruce  up"  and  resurfacing.  The  wood  on  the  play  equipment  at  the 
playground  was  replaced  with  a  safer,  more  resilient,  hard  plastic  surface. 
All  recreation  facilities  are  heavily  used  by  the  citizens  of  Moultonborough. 

A  special  thanks  to  the  Moultonborough  Schools  for  their  wonderful 
cooperation  -  from  the  use  of  their  facilities  to  programs  held  "in  conjunc- 
tion with",  it  is  a  partnership  that  is  the  envy  of  many  other  communities. 
Thanks  also  to  all  the  hundreds  of  volunteers  who  put  in  endless  hours  to  help 
us  run  such  a  complete  recreation  program.  Thanks  are  also  in  order  to  all 
recreation  staff  members  -  part  time  seasonal  as  well  as  our  one  year  round 
employee  -  their  positive  attitudes  and  willingness  to  work  long  hours  so  that 
others  can  enjoy  their  leisure  time  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  for  our  suc- 
cesses. Thanks  to  the  Friends  of  Recreation  -  Moultonborough,  Moulton- 
borough Fire  Department,  Highway  Department  and  Police  Department  for 
their  assistance  throughout  the  year.

To  the  Residents  of  Moultonborough: 

I  offer  the  following  comments  to  you  on  behalf  of  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment and  myself.  It  has  been  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  us  and,  therefore, 
for  the  Town  of  Moultonborough. 

We  completed  two  major  reconstruction  projects  this  year  —  Paradise 
Drive  and  Redding  Lane.  We  rebuilt  a  large  portion  of  both  streets.  We  re- 
moved the  old  surface.  We  built  up  the  base  of  the  roadway,  added  storm 
drains  and  applied  a  binder  coat  of  asphalt  according  to  plan.  Many  thanks 
go  out  for  the  success  of  both  projects.  I  thank  the  patient  and  supportive 
residents  of  those  two  areas.  I  thank  the  contractor  and  sub-contractors  for 
excellent  work  and  superior  cooperation.  Special  thanks  go  to  Tom  Mason 
and  the  Lakes  Region  Water  Company.  Tom's  help  greatly  simplified  the 
reconstruction  and  improved  the  product. 

Striping  was  re-painted  on  over  5  miles  of  town  roads  in  1996.  Problems 
in  contracting  delayed  this  project.  At  nearly  the  last  moment  —  October  — 
we  were  able  to  get  a  contractor  to  come  in  and  paint  lines  at  the  state's  rate 
of  5.5  cents  per  linear  foot. 

Town  crews  repaired  and  maintained  the  more  than  100  miles  of  town 
roads  for  which  we  are  responsible  and  200  miles  of  private  roads  which  we 
plowed  and  sanded.  We  began  an  expansion  project  on  the  Shannon  Cemetery 
—  completion  scheduled  for  1997.  We  provided  maintenance  and  mowing  for 
cemeteries,  parks  and  other  town  property. 

I  point  with  pride  to  the  town  crew  that  serves  you.  The  guys  —  and  the 
gals  —  who  make  up  the  crew  remain  devoted  to  the  town  and  to  doing  their 
best  for  you.  They  make  me  look  good.  Thanks  guys  and  gals !

Conservation  Commission 

1996  Annual  Report 

The  Conservation  Commission  performed  routine  reviews  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  (NHDES),  Wetlands 
Bureau  permit  applications  and  Town  Planning  Board  applications.  Permit 
activities  have  remained  the  same  for  the  past  few  years.  Our  progress  with 
creating  conservation  property  has  been  done  at  the  individual  level  with  little 
Conservation  Commission  contribution  this  year.  The  Commission  will  con- 
tinue to  review  and  accept  proposals  for  conservation  property. 

The  Town  again  hosted  the  Annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collec- 
tion Day  on  July  27,  1996  at  the  Town  Highway  Garage.  A  total  of  160 
households  in  the  area  participated  in  the  collection  day.  Laidlaw  En- 
vironmental packed  and  transported  the  following  types  of  materials:  paints, 
solvents,  pesticides,  and  household  cleaners.  We  want  to  thank  all  the 
volunteers  that  helped  that  day.  The  next  collection  day  is  scheduled  for  the 
Summer  of  1997,  watch  for  notices. 

The  Commission  reviewed  and  inspected  sites  for  Wetland  Bureau  per- 
mit applications.  The  Commission  has  to  review  two  types  of  applications  now, 
an  expedited  or  a  standard  application.  The  Commission  will  only  sign-off 
on  selected  items  listed  on  the  expedited  permit  application  (see  the  Town 
Clerk) .  The  Commission  reviewed  and  inspected  80  submittals  for  the  follow- 
ing types  of  permit  applications :  41  docks,  6  breakwaters,  11  retaining  walls, 
4  beaches,  5  dredge  and  fill,  5  rock  removals  (in  the  lake),  2  boat  houses,  1 
roadway  culvert,  and  5  miscellaneous. 

We  would  like  volunteers  for  the  next  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Col- 
lection Day.  If  you  are  interested,  contact  the  Commission.  The  Commission 
also  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  your  support.  Just  to  let  you  know,  Alexis 
Knight  resigned  this  fall  and  we  will  all  miss  him.  The  Selectmen  are  soliciting 
his  replacement. 

The  Commission  meets  at  the  Town  Hall  on  the  second  Monday  of  every 
month  at  7:30  p.m.  Special  meetings  are  held  when  needed.

ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1996 

The  Moultonborough  Historical  Society  has  completed  another  successful 
year  with  now  over  200  members.  The  support  of  many  townspeople  for  our 
plans  for  the  future  is  appreciated. 

Our  property,  adjacent  to  the  Town  House,  has  now  been  named  "Lam- 
prey House  Museum,"  and  we  have  plans  for  renovation  of  the  building  for 
a  meeting  place  and  museum.  The  barn,  a  donation  from  the  Laconia  Sav- 
ings Bank,  Moultonborough  branch,  was  attached  and  reassembled  this  past 
summer.  Our  fourth  annual  Flea  Market  and  Craft  Sale  in  August  raised  over 
$5,000,  which  were  used  to  reduce  our  mortgage  on  the  museum  building. 

This  year  arrangements  were  made  for  painting  of  the  exterior  of  the 
Town  House.  This  is  a  town-owned  building,  so  budgeted  funds  were  used  for 
this  project. 

Our  relationship  with  the  Moultonborough  schools  was  continued  with  a 
third  grade  visitation  to  the  one  room  school  house,  in  which  the  children 
showed  much  interest  and  enthusiasm.  Also,  the  sixth  grade  Essay  Contest 
was  again  received  with  excellent  responses  and  talented  presentations  from 
the  winners.  The  subject  this  year  was  "Sustaining  the  Family  in  Moulton- 
borough in  Pre- World  War  II." 

The  Society  this  year  established  a  Moultonborough  Post  Cane  to  be 
presented  to  the  oldest  citizen  in  this  town.  On  July  4th  it  was  presented  this 
year  to  Louise  Charlet,  and  a  certificate  was  presented  to  her.  The  cane  with 
a  plaque  hangs  on  the  wall  of  the  Town  House. 

Each  month  the  Society  has  a  program  relative  to  the  history  of  the  area. 
One  interesting  program  this  year  was  a  bus  tour  of  historic  places  on  Long 
Island,  narrated  by  member  Frank  Greene,  whose  relations  go  back  to  the 
early  settlers  on  the  island. 

Each  year  we  participate  in  the  Fourth  of  July  parade,  preceded  by  our 
Open  House,  and  in  the  town  Christmas  parade,  with  Father  Christmas 
greeting  all  there  and  at  the  Open  House  at  the  Society  building. 

Again  we  look  forward  to  the  oncoming  year  and  continued  development 
of  our  museum  building.  Join  us  as  we  are  "Preserving  the  Past  for  the 
Future."

Castle  Springs  expansion  for  a  micro-brewery  is  a  first  for  Moulton- 
borough.  Huggins  Hospital  has  returned  with  the  addition  of  a  medical  care 
facility  at  the  "Glidden  House."
